GIRL VIOLINIST’S 
BODY 1S FOUND. 


Father and Friends Agree 


That Worry Over $12 
Debt Drove Her to 
Suicide. 


SHE FEARED TO GO HOME. 


Conservatory Teachers Regarded 
Her Artistic Possibili- 
ties as Remark- 
able. 


ALMOST HID IN LAKE SANDS. 


Buried in the sand and ice near the Fifty- 
ninth street pier, the body of May Com- 
stock, the 16-year-old daughter of Oren 
Comstock of Benton Harbor, Mich., was 
found yesterday afternoon by Policeman 
Barney Conway of the Hyde Park Police 
Station. The discovery clears up the mys- 


tery connected with the sudden disappear- 


ance on Tuesday of one of the most promis- 
ing young pupils of the American Conserva- 
tory of Music in this city. The police theory 
that the girl took her own life was finally 
accepted and confirmed yesterday evening 
by the heart-broken father. 

An unusually sensitive disposition, the fear 
that she was about to be taken from her 
beloved violin studies because her progress 
had not been as satisfactory as her father 
had hoped for, and the dread, above all 
things, that her father would not forgive her 
for theurring a trifling debt are given as 
the joint cause of Miss Comstock’s tragic 
end. Hints thrown out by some of her 
schoolmates that an affair of the heart was 
hidden in the suicide are scouted by her 
most intimate friends. | 


Worried by Debt of $12. 


From Mr. Comstock it was learned that 
the girl had incurred an indebtedness of 
$12 at the conservatory for tuition, after 
receiving money from him for meeting this 
expense. She also had borrowed §7 from 
Dr. J. Rawson Pennington of 235 Dearborn 
avenue, an old friend of the family, which 
she used last Christmas in making presents, 
and which she repaid last week out of her 
monthly allowance. 

Mr. Comstock, who arrived in the city from 
Benton Harbor late on Thursday night, was 
overwhelmed with grief when told that his 
daughter’s body had been discovered. He 
had come with the conviction that she had 
been kidnaped. : 

“It would have been all right if she had 
only come home,” he said in a helpless sort 


of way. 


did not know she 
money. She had. failed to pay $12 ch 


she owed for half a term at the conservatory. 
I thought she had paid it out of her monthly 
allowance. Because she had used her money 
in other ways and had not paid this little 
sum, she was ashamed to come home. That 
is the only reason she could have had to 
drown herself. To her it was enough. 

‘She was to have come to Benton Harbor 
last Saturday, but did not come. I wrote 
and insisted that she come certainly next 
Saturday. I received my last letter from her 
on Wednesday. It began as have all her 
letters, with ‘My dear, dear father.’ It was 
a sweet, cheerful letter, without a hint of a 


trouble on her mind.” 


Almost Buried in Sand. ‘ 

The search for the missing girl’s body, 
which began on Thursday evening, was re- 
sumed yesterday morning. Three patrolmen 
used grappling hooks and others began 
searching the lake shore. The search began 
near the foot of Sixty-third street, where 
Miss Comstock’s mackintosh, hat, and 
gloves were discovered on Thursday. 

Patrolman Conway had walked north 
along the beach ahead of the other members 
of the party, and when nearly opposite the 
former site of the warship Illinois of World’s 
Fair days he saw a small piece of red cloth 
protruding from the sand. It was a portion 
of the sleeve of the shirt waist worn by Miss 
Comstock. A moment’s inspection revealed 
the fact that a body was hidden underneath 
the sand and ice. 

“It was a fortunate discovery,” said Cap- 
tain O'Neill. ‘“‘ If our search had not proved 
successful today it might never have been 
explained. There would have been no trace 
of the body in sight tomorrow, for the sand 
certainly would have covered the little bit 


of cloth.” 


Fine Prospects in Music. 


May Comstock was regarded as one of the 
most talented pupils of the conservatory in 
which she was receiving instruction on the 
violin. She had been studying there nearly 
two years. Possessed of striking beauty and 
a sunny though extremely sensitive tem- 
perament, she was greatly in demand in 
North Side musical circles. Her father had 
planned a further course of instruction 
abroad for her. In his zeal to further her 
advancement, it is said, he had purchased 


two rare violins for her use at a cost of | 


$3,000. 

_The girl made her home with Mr. and Mrs. 
Charlies Freeman, 240 North Union street, 
who are old friends of the Comstocks. On 
Tuesday morning she received a letter, pre- 
sumably from her father, which she read 
in the presence of the Freemans and then 
tore into pieces. She went to the conserv- 
atory, and after requesting one of her teach- 
ers to change the date of her next recitation 
in order to permit of her going to Benton 
liarbor on the day she usually recited, sat 
down in the office and wrote a note toa 
classmate, notifying her of the change. 


Starts to Jackson Park. 
After writing this note Mise Comstock took 
a lesson from one of her teachers and left 
the conservatory, leaving her violin tn the 
office. Mrs. Freeman cated later to take her 
home, but found her absent. While Mrs. 
Freeman was returning home, as is now 
known, Miss Comstock was on her way to 
Jackson Park, bent on taking her own life. 
“TI can scarcely believe that May has com- 
mitted suicide,” said Mrs. Freeman. “ Yet 
it is true she had spells of despondency, gen- 
erally after she received letters from home. 
Her father might have scolded her, but I 
do not know. She was devoted to her studies, 
and cared nothing for the society of men. 
When she did go out [t wasin our 
The dread that she would be taken out of 
the coneervatory by her father was contin- 


ually weighing on Miss Comstock. She had | 


confided this fear to Mme. Weiss, a teacher 
of music at 17 Van Buren street. She told 
Mme. Weiss not long ago that a member of 
her family had falfled after a long course of 
musical instruction, and thet her father 
never had recovered from the disappol

JUDGE GIBBONS DECLARES WAR

Practices of the Magistrates in the Out- 
lying Districts Condemned from the 
Bench, the Jurist Asserting He Will 
Make an Investigation — Witness 
Shows a Receipt for Money Paid in 
Order That a Case Might Be Dropped 
~Says Such Practices Must Stop. 


“The people of this community have been 
given to understand that there are a lot 
of justices of the peace in the outlying dis- 
tricts who are issuing warrants without 
cause, and sometimes without authority, and 
issuing them away from the places where 
they have a right to sit as justices of the 
peace,”’ declared Judge Gibbons Yesterday 


} in the course of a hearing of a petition for a 


writ of habeas corpus, in which the petitioner 

claims to have been arrested on a warrant 

issued by Justice H. M. Scott in Harvey.

| Judge Gibbons, “that these justices have 


offices in town here, and that they exercise 
judicial functions here and have persons ar- 
rested and brought to their home or outlying 
offices way back in the country, and that 
sometimes constables serve warrants that 
are not signed at all, and people are sub- 
jected to a lot of inconveniences and are re- 
strained illegally of their liberties.

PAIN TESTS FOR PUPILS 


PROF. SMEDLEY IS ASKED TO ExX- 
PERIMENT IN SCHOOLS. 


Arthur McDonald, Educational Scien- 
tist of Washington, D. C., Suggesis 
Applying Pressure to Children’s 
Temples Till They Cry Out, Thus 
Showing Their Various Sensitive- 
ness, Theory Being Those Who Suf- 
fer Soonest Also Learn Quickest, 


Arthur McDonald of Washington, D. C., 
suggests that the varying cleverness of Chi- 
cago public school children be ascertained 
by their sensibility to pain, The method he 
proposed to Professor F. W. Smedley of the 
child study department of the School board 
is to use Mr. McDonald's temporal algo- 
meter.”” By this device pressure is applied 
to a child’s.temples and gradually increased 
till the child cries out from the pain. The 
quicker the cry comes the greater the child’s 
sensibility, and, by the theory, the greater 
its cleverness. 

The storm of opposition that such a test 
would arouse from parents and the diffi- 
culty of applying it promise to defeat the 
suggestion without a trial. A “ temporal 
algometer” has been offered to the Board 
of Education, however. Every suggestion of 
cruelty is said to have been removed from 
the test. 


Theory of the Temporal Algometer. 

One of the objects in making the test is, 
as stated, to establish the relation between 
the keenness of the senses and of the intel- 
lect. It is shown that the more sensitive chil- 
dren are to pain the brighter pupils they 
make. This is explained by the fact that 
knowledge is obtained through the senses, 
and the keener the senses the better the 
opportunity for knowledge. 

The pain test is not entirely new. It has 
been tried with adults and some interesting 
theories have been formed. It was shown 
by a number of tests that washwomen are 
less sensitive to pain than women clerks in 
stores. The algometer has been applied to 
these people, and Mr. McDowell, who is psy- 
chdlogis: of the United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation, feels that the safety of his instrument 
has been demonstrated. So far as has been 
ascertained parents, teachers, and pupils in 
Chicago are unwilling to accept this evi- 
dence. 

‘The test would not be entirely new to 
school children,’ said Professor Smedley, 
‘if it consisted of sticking pins in them. 
The old trick of schoolboys could be put to 
some use if that were the case. 

“T am not ready now to take up this test,”’ 
he continued, “ and for several reasons. I 
am working now along lines planned by my- 
self, and the new test would be somewhat 
out of my way. Chicago seems to be lead- 
ing in scientific child study, but it is not quite 
far enough along yet.” 


How the Idea Is Received. 

“It is one of those things,” President 
Harris said, “ on which a technical opinion 
alone would be of any value. If Professor 
Smedley sees any advantage to be gained by 
making the test and explains there is no 
harm in it I should consider it all right.” 

‘‘From the standpoint of a mother,” said 
Mrs. O'Keeffe, ‘‘ 1 am opposed to making ex- 
perimgnts on children. 
nothing of this instrument or the experiment 
it sounds like one that would arouse op- 
position among parents.

These are some of the milder objections 
to the pain test. An assistant superintendent 
said that in some of the wards where the 
parents are uneducated there would be a 
revolt, if the experiment were tried with 
the children.

The same 
officials are qualified to extend assistance in 
cases of this kind, helping the voter to the 
booth and then putting the marks down as he 
directs.

Judge Carter in Opposition.

“ Such a law ought not to pass under any 
circumstances,” the Judge sald.

“Such a law would place premiums on 
all that is evil in connection with an election. 
It could not have any other tendency than 
to open the door for corruption and thé viola- 
tion of the election laws. The entire amend- 
ment would certainly go a long way toward 
destroying the secrecy of the ballot if it 
became a law, which hardly ts possible. 

“If the illiterate feature became a law it 
would give a great opportunity for selling 
votes and knowing when the goods were 
delivered.”’

Troops to Be Withdrawn. 

Lord Lansdowne added that Count Lams- 
dorff had expressed a moderate and states- 
maniike desire to avoid any caus¢ for fric- 
tion between the two governments, and since 
the receipt of Count Lamsdorff's proposal 
the government had ordered the military 
authorities to carry out the simultaneous

NEW YORK AND PITTSBURG CABLE

Philanthropist and Millionaire, Arriv- 
ing at Southampton, Talks of His 


Recent Donations to American Cities | 


—Laughs at the Idea That He May 
Be a Candidate for Mayor of Gotham 
—Discusses the Big Steél Trust and 
Says It Will Not Injure England. 


SOUTHAMPTON, March 21.—Andrew:Car- 
negie today received two cablegrams from tho 
United States, one from Mayor Van Wyck 
of New. York, the other from the working- 
men of Pittsburg, both messages conveying 
thanks for the recent large donations. The 
cablegram from the workingmen of Pittsburg 
evidently gave Mr. Carnegie the greatest 
satisfaction. | 

“It was @ pleasure to make both of these 
gifts,"’ sald Mr. Carnegie, “* but I think my 
contribution to the workingmen of Pittsbur¢ 
to be of much greater importance than the 
donation for the New York libraries, as the 
workingmen always specially appeal to my 
sympathy. 

‘I had no idea that my bequests for the 
bénefit of the New York library would be 
regarded as in any way extraordinary. I 
am glad to hear that so many sites have al- 
ready been offered. ! 

“I regard this gift as sufficient to provide 
tor New York's present needs in the way 
of libraries, but she is a great city. The 
population of New York increased 35 per 
cent during the last decade, while London 
has .not increased more than 10 per cent 
during the same period, and what New York 
may need in thé future is a matter for sub- 
sequent consideration.” 

Questioned concérning the Sunday opening 
of these Hbraries, given to the people of the 
City of New Yerk, Mr. Carnegie replied:

LONDON, March 21.—To an English in- 
terviewer, after his arrival in London, Mr.

Asked whether the existence of trusts did 
not tend towards national bankruptcy or 
whether they might not prove a step in an } 
evolution towards socialism, Mr. Carnegie 
said: 

“ The man behind thé trusts ts just as im- 
portant as ever. Consolidations are the 
tendency of our age and will prove bene- 
ficial. The chances of Andrew Carnegie, if 
he landed a penniless boy in New York to- 
night, would be as bright as they were in 
1848, and he would have even a wider field.”

FRENCH POLICY IS ATTACKED. 


Ministerial Law to Suppress Teaching 
by Religious Orders Up in Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 


PARIS, March 21.—Comte de Mun, Con- 
servative, made a& notable speech in the 
Chamber of Deputies today during the dis- 
cussion of article 14 of the law of assoeia- 
tions, the purpose of which is to suppress 
teaching by religious orders. This provision 
is one of the most important of the bill, and 
its fate is deeply interesting to the middle 
classes and to the aristocracy, who largely 
intrust the education of their children to 
religious establishments. 

Comte de Mun declared that the proposi- 
tion of the article simply implied a tyranni- 
cal state monopoly of education. 

Proceeding to sketch the history of tha 
conquest of Hberty in teaching, Comte de 
Mun exclaimed: : 

**MM. Waldeck-Rousseau and Millerand 
are Jacobins and are seeking to enforce the 
ideas of Danton; but where the convention 
and éveh Napoleon failed, M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau will not succeed, even though he secures 
a Parliamentary majority. 

“The consclérice of thé people will revolt 
against the suppression of liberty in teach- 
ing. The proposition ef article 14 can never 
be carried out, even thotgh it should be 
voted by the Chamber. We demand that 
parents shall not be deprived of the right to 
bfing up their children as they wish, and the 
congrégations afe alone able to give moral 
education.”

MANAGER OF GREAT NORTHERN 
HOTEL FILES PETITION. 


Places Assets at $690,111 and Liabili- 
ties at $1,327,368—Always Successful 
in Business Ventures Since He Began 
His Upyard Career as a Bellboy 
Until He Became Interested in the 
Hostelry Annex — Will Continue at 
Head of House in Dearborn Street. 


boy and advanced until he became one of the 
best known hotel men in the United States, 
is a voluntary bankrupt. His liabilities are 
placed at $1,327,868. The assets are $640,111, 
of which amount about one-third is in ac- 
counts due. Mr. Eden ascribes his financial 
difficulties to the Great Northern Theater, 
which institution he says swallowed some- 
thing like $400,000 of his fortune. 

Mr. Eden was the active spirit in the con- 
struction of the Great Northern Hotel, a 
large stockholder in the company until about 
‘@ year ago, and since then has been its man- 
ager. The petition in bankruptcy, which was 
voluntary, was filed yesterday. The lia- 
bilities of $1,327,368 are divided as fol- 
lows: $51,541 secured, $1,148,250 unse- 
cured, $127,577 notes and bills to be paid by 
other parties. The principal assets are given 
as $409,300, property in trust and reversion, 
$210,355 debts due on open account, $17,691 
promissory. notes, $2,000 real estate. 

The Great Northern Hotel is in no way 
affected by the proceedings, which were in- 
stituted for the purpose of relieving Colonel 
Eden from leases. contracts, and contingent 
liabilities largely in connection with the 
Great Northern Theater Building, which was 
used as an annex to the original hotel. To 
this venture, which absorbed about $400,000 
of the money made by Colonel Eden in con- 
ducting the Great Northern Hotel proper, he 
ascribes his trouble for the greater part. The 
original hotel always has been a profitable 
property, and Colonel Eden said last night 
since its opening it had made in the neighbor- 
hood of $800,000, of which amount half went 
into the annex venture and the remainder 
was used !n paying for the furnishings of the 
hotel. 

Will Continue as Manager. 

Colonel Eden will continue to hold the posi- 
tion of manager of the Great Northern, which 
position he has filled since Judge H. D. 
Laughlin became the majority stockholder 
about a year ago. 

The Great Northern Hotel was opened on 
June 15, 1892, Colonel Eden and Alvin Hul- 
bert, who at that time conducted the Tre- 
mont House, taking a twenty year lease 
from the Northern Hotel company, which 
owned the leasehold and constructed the 
building. Colone] Eden, who was the active 
spirit in the management of the house, agreed 
to pay an annual rental of 8 per cent on $1,- 
100,000, which, with the exception of $80,000 
which Colonel Eden paid, represented the 
cost of the building. For two years this per- 
centage was paid, and then with the slump 
in business incident onthe panic and the 
drag following the World’s Fair, in which 
the Great Northern suffered in common with 
all Chicago Hotels, it was found to be im- 
possible to pay the 8 percent. HdWever, an 
average of 3 per cent has been paid during 
the entire time of the hotel's operation, and 
the difference between this and the 8 per 
cent called for makes up what is called un- 
paid rent in the schedule of liabilities. 


Sinks Fortune in Theater. 

When it was decided to enlarge the hotel 
by the addition of the Great Northern Thea- 
ter Building, it fell upon Colonel Eden's pri- 
vate means to meet payments which those 
interested in the construction of the new 
building were unable to meet. The work of 
construction was delayed nearly a year, unti! 
Colonel Eden took the matter in hand and 
carried it to completion. These expenditures, 
together with the high rental paid, $60,000, 
for which there was no adequate return, 
made the investment a most unprofitable one. 
Colonel Eden's entire business life with the 
exception of a few years in which he‘con- 
ducted a large market and supplied lake 
vessels with foods, has been connected with 
the management of hotels. He started forty 
years ago as a bellboy in the Tremont House, 
and within a few years arose to be one of the 
proprietors. He and Mr. Hulbert conducted 
the house for about eight years. His ventures 
always were profitable until his connection 
with the addition to the Great Northern 


Hotel.

SAYS HE ROBBED OTTO YOUNG. 


‘CHAIR WAREHOUSE A RUIN 


‘FORD-JOHNSON STRUCTURE CON- 
SUMED BY FIRE IN AN HOUR. 


Flames Start in Big Building in Indi- 
ana Avenue Shortly After Employes 
Quit Work and Spread from Floor 
to Floor Before Department Can 
Stop It—Story of Explosion Told 
and Denied — Narrow Escapes Are 
Many. 


The seven-story brick warehouse of the J. 
8S. Ford, Johnson & Co., chair manufacturers, 
at Sixteenth street and Indiana avenue, was 
burned to the ground at 6 o'clock last night, 
a few minutes after the factory employés 
had left. The loss is put at $200,000. Bo 
rapid was the spread of the fire that the 
office force had to break through a window 
to escape. Neighbors say the blaze started 
from an explosion, but this officials of the 
firm deny. The fire burned through the 
main building with a rapidity that rendered 
the firemen powerless, and soon the high 
walls toppled and fell into the ruins and 
streets with a crash which was heard for 
a mile. 

Many narrow escapes were recorded, but 
only. one man, Truckman Patrick Sullivan, 
was hurt. 

Marshal Campion with engine company 
No. 11 occupied a shed at, the northwest 
corner of the building and between the walls 
and’ the railroad embankment. They were 
warned of the danger of falling walls and 
had started to retreat, when a portion of 
the wall fell on the shed. The roof resisted 
the storm of falling bricks, but the firemen 
were imprisoned within a few feet of the 
fire till rescued by their companions on the 
railroad tracks. When a passage was cleared 
for them some of the men were nearly over- 
come by smoke. 

The fire was discovered by Superintendent 
A. L. Werner. With other officials of the 
company he was in the office which was in 
the northeast end, fronting in Indiana ave- 
nue, when a sharp detonation was heard. 
Mr. Werner ran into the shipping-room, fol- 
lowed by H. G. Davis. Flames were shooting 
up the elevator shaft in the center of the 
building, and when Werner and Davis 
reached the office it was filled with smoke. 
Mr. Johnson, kicking a hole through the 
window, leaped outside, followed quickly 
by the others. . 

Before the firemen had arrived the flames 
had leaped up the elevator shaft into the 
upper stories, and, feeding greedily on the 
newly varnished goods, soon spread through 
every floor. The fire spread until the flames 
threatened to envelop all the surrounding 
structures, and policemen ordered the occu- 
pants out of twenty houses nearby. 

In the west end of the warehouse there 
were considerable quantities of gasoline, 
varnish, and naphtha. An explosion was 
feared. The fire consumed the interior of 
the main part within an hour, but the west 
end was saved. The north wall soon feel, 
covering the tracks of the St. Charles Air 
line with bricks. When the west wall went 
the brick partly wrecked a small house. En- 
gine No. 16 was buried in the débris, and 
Engineer Hugh Topping fled just in time.

‘DRIVEN TO HIS 
DEATH BY FEAR. 


Charles Linville, a Collector, 
Kills Himself in Union 
hy Trust Bank. 


WIFE CHARGES MURDER. 


Says Her Husband Dreaded the 
Revenge of Four Men He 
Had Accused. 


STRANGE CALL AND DRIVE. 


Deluded into the belief that four men were 
seeking his life, Charles Linville, a rent col- 
lector for President Stephen W. Rawson of 
the Union Trust Company Bank, shot and 
killed himself yesterday morning at his desk 
in the bank office. A Coroner's jury returned 
a verdict of suicide, but the dead man's 
family firmly believes the case to be a mur- 
“der mystery. Mrs. Linville, who is pros- 
trated by the shock, says her husband gave 
her the names of four men whom she should 
have arrested, if ever he were found dead, 
She refuses to divulge these names, but as- 
serts that warrants charging them with 
murder will be sworn out soon. 

Linville, according to his wife and other 
members of the family, had carried a re- 
volver for two months to defend himself 
against four men who were implicated in 
alleged thefts from the Rawson properties 
recently divulged by the collector. On 
Wednesday night two men called for him 
and took him away in a carriage ostensibly 
to inspect a vacant house. When Linville 
returned he declared that the men had tried 
to lock him in a closet. Then he predicted 
that he would not live twenty-four hours. 


Dies Counting His Receipts. 

Shortly after 9 a. m. yesterday Linville en- 
tered the bank building, Madison and Dear- 
born streets, to make his daily report and de- 
posit his collections. He went to his desk in 
the rear of the office and began to count out 
his receipts, after placing his revolver on the 
counter beside him, a precaution he had 
taken during the several weeks he had suf- 
fered from his nervous apprehension. 

Suddenly a pistol shot was heard and Lin- 
ville fell to the floor, shot in the mouth. He 
died in five minutes without regaining con- 
sciousness. No one in the bank had seen the 
shot fired. Linville stood beside an outer 
door opening in Madison street, but no one 
was seen or heard to enter before he fell. 
In the compartment with him were Bank 
Messenger George R. Carson and Bookkeeper 
John W. Benzli, both of whom had their

backs turned at the time. When the wound- 
ed man fell the revolver was flung several 
feet away. Benzli says he saw it drop from 
the collector's hand. 

Vice President Frederick L. Wilk ran from 
his office at the sound of the shot and tried 
to revive the dying man. When Dr. P. Coss 
arrived from the McVicker Building Lin- 
ville was dead. 


Absence Alarms His Wife. 

When the collector left his house, 527 South 
Western avenue, he told his wife he would 
return at 10:30 a. m. At 11 o'clock Mrs. 
Linville became so alarmed at his absence 
that she went to her brother-in-law, W. D. 
Troutman, 2176 Harvard street, and told of 
her misgivings. When she returned home 
at noon she found the messenger with the 
news. 

Linville, who was 41 years of age, had 
been employed by President Rawson as rent 
collector for two years. His immediate 
superior was James Kenning, who has charge 
of Mr. Rawson's properties. F. H. Rawson, 
assistant cashier of the bank, represented 
his father in looking after the ‘rentals. 
About a month ago Linville told young 
Rawson that a system of fraud in materials 
used for house repairs was being practiced. 
He implored Cashier Rawson to protect him, 
and then divulged the names of four men 
interested in the alleged thefts. Mr. Raw- 
son was not impressed with the story, and 
at length told Linville to desist from his 
charges. The collector then began to fear 
the revenge of the four men he had accused. 

An examination of the collector’s accounts 
showed no discrepancies and he had no 
debts. He never had spent more than-an 
hour each mérning at the bank, but of late 
he was seen to be preoccupied and nervous, 


Seek Four Mysterious Men. 

Lieutenant Flynn and Detective John Mc- 
Weeney are looking for the men who are 
alleged to have attempted to lock Linville 
in a closet. Mrs. Linville saw them when 
they called and drove away with her hus- 
band, and says she can identify them. No 
doubt of the suicide theory was possible from 
the evidence at the inquest held in the after- 
noon at Rolston’s, 22 East Adams street. 
An examination of the body showed that 
Linville’s mouth was open when the bullet 
entered. The inside was burned black by 
the powder. 

Mrs. Linville’s story of her husband's fear 
and persecution was substantiated by her 
brother, A. M. Stroube, 2221 West Twelfth 
street, and by Mr. Troutman. Linville was 
born in Kentucky, and had lived in Chicago 
twelve years. He had been married twenty 
years, and left five children. For many 
years he had been employed by the Lippin- 
cott publishing house as a collector. 

‘* Linville made some charges about thefts 
of repair materials a month ago.”’ said F. 
H. Rawson last night. “They were s0 
serious that I asked him to obtain conclusive 
proof. This did not materialize, so I dropped 
the matter. Linville insisted on pressing 
the charges and followed me one day to my 
barber shop with his story. I then told him 
I wanted to hear nothing further of the 
ee I observed him acting peculiarly of 
ate.”’

Judge Hanecy addressed three meetings 
yesterday evening, the first speech being to 
a large and enthusiastic meeting at Hoerber’s 
Hall, Blue Island avenue and Twenty-first 
street. Quite a number of women were scat- 
tered among the audience and the candidate 
expressed his gratification at their presence.

GREAT WEIGHT THREATENS 
HALSTED STREET BRIDGE. 


Mass of Metal Weighing Forty Tons Is 
Suspended 150 Feet in the Air and 
Will Fall if Cables Should Part. 


A mass of metal weighing forty tons, sus- 
pended 150 feet in the air by a network of ca- 
bles, is hanging over the South Halsted street 
bridge and threatening to destroy it. It con- 
sists of two counter weights in one of the 
towers, which were released by the breaking 
of a cable and saved from falling only by 
chance. A washer and a bolt caused the 
mass to become jammed in the tower before 
it dropped. A network of three-inch cables 
has been wrapped around the 80,000 pounds 
of metal and the safety of the structure, 
pending permanent repairs, rests in the 
strength of these cables. 

The weights consist of two sections, each 
of twenty tons. Only one of the two is loose, 
but the other depends upon it so that the re- 
lease of one means the dropping of both. 
Several years ago one of the weights fell ten 
feet into the river. No trace of it ever was 
discovered afterwards, although the river 
was sounded and dragged. It had buried 
itself in the bottom of the river. , 

With the result of a ten-foot fall as a basis 
for comparison, City Engineer Ericson says 
that if the two weights should drop from an 
elevation of 150 feet the bridge would be 


smashed. 

SWINDLER’S METHODS NOVEL. 

G. J. Moffett Said to Have Secured $50,- 
000 from Railroads for Injuries He 


Never Sustained. 


Toledo, O., March 21.—[Special. ]}—Franklin 
J. Moore of Philadelphia, Secretary of the 
General Accident Insurance company of that 
city, passed through the city today from 
Council Bluffs, where he secured the con- 
viction of Gilbert J. Moffett, who is said to 
have swindled railroads and accident com- 
panies out of $50,000 in the last ten years. 
Moffett’s modes of operation were unique. 
He had a cane with a screwdriver in the end.

He would causea bruise 
over this spot with the brush and the doc- 
tors were always deceived and certified to 
a broken rib.

PAINTERS TO LEAVE COUNCIL.

IN THE COURTS. 


City’s Counsel Files Bill for 
Diseovery Against the 
_ Ogden Company. 


COVERS A WIDE RANGE. 


Force of Forfeiture Clauses and 
the Consolidation Act Will 
Be Tested. 


INJUNCTION IS ASKED FOR. 


The force of forfeiture clauses in fran- 
chises and the legality of the gas consolida- 
tion act will be tesied by the suit begun yes- 
terday in the Circuit Court by Corporation 
Counsel Walker against the Ogden Gas com- 
pany. A bill of discovery to ascertain the 
nature of the transaction by which the priv- 
ileges of the Ogden company were trans- 
ferred was filed, with a petition for an in- 
junction to restrain the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company from using the mains and 
plant of the Ogden company. 

While the suit is regarded as a test of the 
gas consolidation act, there is no reftrence 
to it in the bill. It was avoided purposely, 
for the reason that the city does not care 
to risk the 3% per cent rebate which is ob- 
tained from the company on the 
condition that the act be not at- 
tacked. Alderman Finn, who secured the 
passage of the Council order for the suit, 
said that the result would test the value of 
a forfeiture clause in an ordinance granting 
a franchise. 

“Unless they are worth something,” he 
said, ‘“‘ there is no reason for lumbering up 
an ordinance with them:”

“The whole proceeding is a politico-legal 
fandango, the aroma of which will have 
evaporated after election,”’ he said. ‘‘ Idon’'t 
think that this proceeding will have the ef- 
fect of coercing certain interests into the 
support of the Mayor’s candidacy. There is 
nothing to the case. We have a copy of the 
written opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
substantiaHy to that effect.’’ 

“The filing of the suit was ordered by the 
City Council,” said Corporation Counsel 
Walker, ‘‘and the Law department had 
nothing to do but follow the order. I had no 
expectation of meeting the approval of the 
attorney for the Ogden company, and I am 
not surprised by his statements.’’

Cold Brook, Mass., Woman Slays Off- 
spring and Attempts Suicide—Clin- 
ton, Me., Man Murders Three.

SPIRITS FAIL RESPOND, 


WOMAN TELLS POLICE COURT OF 
THE FICKLE SHADES. 


Declares That Medium James Payn 
Promised to “Develop” Her, but 
That After She Had Bought an Ex- 
pensive Outfit His Ever-Faithfual 
Wraiths Refused to Transfer Their 
Allegiance—‘ Professor ” the Cham- 
pion Matchmaker, Says the Wonian. 


The drawing-room manners of certain 
spirits alleged to be controlled by “ Profes- 
sor”’ James Payne, a medium living at 362 
West Congress street, were described yes- 
terday afternoon in Justice Severson’s court 
by Mrs. A. Phillips, who says she met the 
shades on several occasions. Mrs, Phillips, 
who lives at 519 West Van Buren street, is 
complainant against the medium on charges 
of breach of promise to call the spirits from 
the misty beyond and prevail on them to 
go to work for her. She says she wanted to 
become a medium and Professor Payne 
agreed to “develop” her. Thereupon she 
bought at considerable expense an outfit of 
robes, wands, and cabinets. But the spirits 
failed to come, and now she wants the money 
she spent. 

Mrs. Phillips explained to the court that 
at one séance which was conducted by “ Pro- 
fessor ’’ Payne ina pitch dark room a spirit 
named Sadoc floated out to her and, caress- 
ing her chéek, whispered words of tender- 
ness. This spirit, she said, weighed 250 
pounds. She complained to Payne of the 
spirit’s impertinence and the offense was not 
repeated. 

“ Professor "’ Payne claims to be an Egyp- 
tian and his friends say that what he does 
not know of spirits and spirit land is not 
worth the knowing. According to the evi- 
dence he has a whole army of spirits under 
his command and when he gives the word 
they swarm into the room. Spirits of all 
races, big and small, lean and fat, are among 
his collection. Some are jolly and dance 
about on the floor, while others are timid 
and do not venture any great distance from 
the cabinet from which they emerge. All 
this was explained to Justice Severson. 

Payne, who wore a big diamond in the 
bosom of his shirt, scowled as the witnesses 
told of his séances. He had caused the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Phillips on charges of disturb- 
ing one of his spirit meetings. Then she 
retaliated and yesterday was having her in- 

ing. 
nthe woman denied having ever disturbed 
a séance, and to prove it she recited the en- 
tire proceedings at the séance she was ac- 
cused of having disturbed. She told of be- 
coming interested in things spiritualistic and 
said she consulted the professor, who in- 
formed her he could “* develop ”’ her. 

‘The professor,’’ the woman said, was the 
champion maker of love matches. By a 
wave of his hand the spirits would make the 
wedding bells ring. All that was needed was 
to provide the ‘“ professor’’ with the names 
and addresses of a man and woman. The 
spirits would do the rest. 

On one occasion Mrs. Phillips said she had 
spoken to the spirit of her departed daugh- 
ter, and it addressed her as * mama.” That 
was pleasant enough, but it could hardly 
make up for the humiliation at not being 
** developed.”’

Wild Counterfeiting Story and Threats 
of T. P. McKeating Bring Detec- 
tives Here from Washington. 


An official of the federal Secret Service

| SOUTH PARK BONDS. 

"At the approaching election the voters 
of Hyde Park, Lake, and South Chicago 
will be asked to authorize the issue of bonds 
to the amount of $500,000 for the purpose 
of continuing the improvement of the South 
Parks. The ordinary revenues of the board 
are not sufficient to carry on the work as 
rapidly as is desirable. Thus far only 
about one-half of Jackson Park has been 
improved. 

The presumption is that the South Park 
Commissioners will be authorized to issue 
these bonds, The present indebtedness is 

, small—only $275,000—and the additional 
half million will not be a serious burden 
upon the taxpayers of the wealthy South 
Park district. Furthermore, they have con- 
fidence in the Park board. It is the only 
one of the three boards which has at all 
times discharged its duties satisfactorily. 
It is reasonably certain that if the South 
Park Commissioners are allowed to ex- 
pend this sum of $500,000 they will make 


excellent use of it.

instances where the unwillingness of one 
out of many operators to make concessions 
has been all that has stood in the way of 
the settlement of angry disputes. 

There have been some most unpleasant 
coal mine strikes in Illinois. In some in- 
stances the unconciliatory disposition of the 
individual operator has been largely re- 
sponsible. Out of a maltitude of mine 
owners there is reasonably certain to be 
one whose employés find it hard to get along 
with him. The ownership of all the Il-. 
linois mines by one company world have 
prevented many of the strikes and lockouts 
of recent years. A great corporation own- 
ing many mines can make concessions to em- 
ployés which an individual operator, barely 
making a living out of his mine and with no 
other resources than it, finds it impossible 
to do. 

It is reported that a large percentage of 
the operators will be willing to sell their 
properties to the grand corporation it is 
proposed to organize, and that it will not 
be necessary to exert pressure in order 
to bring any of them to terms. This may 
be so, but among the stockholders in many 
of the existing companies there wil! be 
some who will object to this arrangement 
and who will go into court to prevent it. 
They will have the aid of the Supreme 
Court. It will say that this proposed cor- 
poration, whether working under a New 
Jersey or an Illinois charter, must not be 
permitted to monopolize the coal mines of 
this State. | 


A SPUR FOR CITY OFFICERS. 

Governor Voorhees of New Jersey has 
been driven to desperation by the notorious 
gamavling places operated at Long Branch 
and other resorts in that State. In order 
to reach the evil he has caused to be pre- 
pared a bill providing that— 

Whenever the Mayor, Chief of Police, or other 
head officer of police in any municipality shall be 
personally informed by the Governor, Attorney 
General, Justice of the Supreme Court, County 
Judge, or prosecutor of any county in which the 
municipality is located of rumors of violation of 
any criminal etatute by any persons carrying on 
business in an improper place or manner, such 
officer must at once take steps to enforce the law 
and raid the place. Any official refusing to take 
action within ten days after receiving such a noti- 
fication is made guilty of a misdemeanor and liable 
to punishment or removal from office. 


This is a good idea. It might be utilized 
in Illinois as well as in New Jersey, There 
are places in this State where various kinds 
of gambling are more or less openly car- 
ried on or other criminal statutes are vio- 
lated, while the police authorities refuse to 
pay any attention to information regarding 
these violations. If the Legislature were 
to pass a law like that proposed by Gov- 
ernor Voorhees the police could not so 
easily ignore these complaints or protect 
gambling-houses with tmpunity. 

At present a Chief of Police, when in- 
formed that gambling is going on at a cer- 
tain place, can shrug his shoulders and 
virtually ask the informants what they 
are going to do about it. But if officially 
notified of that fact by the State’s Attorney, 
acting under a law which made the Chief 
of Police criminally liable if he did not act, 
that official would not pass the matter light- 
ly by. His failure to act would at once turn 
the power of the law against himself. The 
advantage of such an arrangement is mani- 
fest. It provides an easy method for bring- 
ing effective pressure to bear on delinquent 
officials. The plan is one which the legis- 
lators at Springfield might do well to con- 
sider. 


GOVERNOR ODELL DEFIES PLATT. 

A pleasing and surprising degree of in- 
dependence has been shown by Governor 
Odell of New York since his election. 
Though he had the aid and consent of Sen- 
ator Platt in securing the office, he has 
shown from the first that he meant to act 
upon his own responsibility and judgment. 
All attempts to dictate to him have met 
with a firm and suave rebuff from the new 
Governor, to the discomfiture of Senator 
Platt and his followers. At the same time 
Mr. Odell has shown an unexpected ten- 
dency to hew to the line in legislative mat- 
ters, as the Legislature. has discovered 
through vetoes of fifteen bills which the 
Governor has condemned as clearly not for 
the public good. 

The latest instance of Governor Odell’s 
disregard of Senator Platt’s wishes is found 
in his formal and positive refusal to ap- 
prove of any scheme fdr the assumption of 
control of the police of New York City by 
the State government. In his message to 
the Legislature in January Governor Odell 
discussed the corruption existing in the 
New York police force, but rejected the 
idea of a State constabulary as valueless. 
He said it would be a violation of the prin- 
ciple of home rule guaranteed by the con- 
stitution, Senator Platt’s proposed met- 
ropolitan police bilb is merely a modified 
form of the original unwise and unconstitu- 
tional project. ‘The Senator’s son has ar- 
rived in Albany with this bill, and has asked 
the Governor to send in a message advis- 
ing its passage, significantly remarking that 
the measure was prepared by the “ organi- 
gation.” This demand Governor Odell has 
refused to comply with. He says he will 
not stultify himself. 

When Senator Platt put Mr. Odell in the 
Governor’s chair he assumed that he had 
placed there & man who would do& what 
he was told, as Mr. Odell had done while a 
private citizen. The Senator did not make 
allowance for the fact that, while one per-

How- 
ever much he may enjoy publicity, it is 
not likely that he would relish seeing him- 
self a monstrosity in bronze of the kind 
municipalities set up when they indulge 
in art display. As to the Mayoralty, he 
would not be in the Mayor’s chair a week 
before he would wish himself out of it. 


LEAGUE OBJECTS TO SPHINXES. 

The Municipal Voters’ league has taken 
pains in a special *(atement to make plain 
its purpose in securing subscription by Al- 
dermanic candidates to its own or to some 
other platform respecting public issues. Its 
purpose is to bring out into the light the 
actual views of candidates upon these is- 
sues. | 

If candidates decline to sign any plat- 
form at all or any that has meaning in 
it, this fact is a significant commentary 
upon their views and aims. If they choose 
to sign the platform formulated by the 
league their position is thereby defined, at 
jeast broadly. If they prefer instead to 


sign either a modified form of this or an en-_ 


tirely different one cf their own formulat- 
ing, the same purpose of publicity is sub- 
served. No candidate, however, is coun- 
tenanced in the réle of the sphinx. Each 
one is asked to take definite ground, in order 
that electors may appreciate clearly what 
he stands for in respect to public questions 
and particularly with reference to the street 
question. 

Such publicity is wholesome, and on its 
basis the league will advise voters as to what 
candidates should in its judgment be sup- 
ported at the polls. In doing so, however, 
it will simply give the facts about each, and 
will not withhold its indorsement because 
a candidate honestly differs from its own 
program as to the wisest methods of pro- 
tecting the public interest. For example, 
it would indorse a candidate who believed 
in “compensation” but not in reduced 
fares, as welleas one who believed in the 
latter but not in the former, or who believed 
in both—though it would carefully point 
out the exact position of cach. 

The league appears to be holding to its

Russia, Austria, Italy, Spain, and Berlin 

suggests the inquiry why no embassy of this 
kind should be sent to Washington. 

Of course, it would be difficult to find tn the 
House of Lords a peer more distinguished 
by his past services and international pres- 
tige and rank than Lord Pauncefote, and it 
may be that it is on this account that King 
Edward prefers to intrust to his resident 
Ambassador in the United States the duty of 
notifying his accession to President McKin- 
ley instead of sending a special mission, 
which might be construed as a slight upon 
Lord Pauncefote, since it would imply a senti- 
ment om the part of the King that it would 
constitute a greater compliment to this coun- 
try were he to nominate some peer for the 
purpose other than the veteran diplomat 
who has so ably and successfully represent- 
ed the British Empire at Washington for the 
last decade. 

But no such excuse could be advanced 
by the Italian King, who, after ascending his 
father’s throne, sent special envoys to Paris, 
London, St. Petersburg, Vienna, Berlin, and 
Madrid to announce his accession, but failed 
to dispatch any mission of the kind to the 
United States, although the latter is uni- 
versally recognized today as being one of the 
leading great powers of the world. 

The question may, therefore, be asked why, 
in the distribution of courtesies of this kind, 
the United States should be left out in the 
coki. For Emperor William also, and like- 
wise the present Czar, sent no special em- 
bassies to Washington to notify the United 

tates of their respective accessions, although 
they dispatched missions for the purpose not 
only to the monarchical great powers but 
likewise to the President of the French re- 
public. 

Of course, in one way the United States 
is spared a good deal of expense and trou- 
ble in the matter, since these special em- 
bassies would have to be entertained at the 
cost of this government on a magnificent 
scale, besides which the special envoys would 
expect some valuable gift in lieu of the dec- 
oration and order of knighthood with which 
they are rewarded for their trouble by the 
foreign governments to which they are ac- 
credited. 


The Spanish Minister, the Duke of Arcos, 
celebrated for the bacon and hame that bear 
his name, produced from the viper-fed pigs 
that are raised on his estates, has fulfilled 
his delicate duties with so much tact and 
success that it may be hoped that he will 
not share the fate of all other Spanish en- 
voys abroad, excepting Leon de Castello, 
who seems to be a permanent fixture at Paris. 
In Spain whenever there is a change of Cab- 


| inet all her Ambassadors and Ministers 


abroad either tender their resignations or 
are asked for them in order to make way for 
friends of the new administration. 

The Duke of Arcos has probably followed 
the example of hie colleagues in the diplo- 
matic service of Spain and has tendered his 
resignation. But he would be so difficult 
to replace, and it would constitute so arduous 
a task to find another nobleman of his rank 
and prest{fge so accustomed to American 
ways, talking the language, married to an 
American wife, and possessed of so much 
tact and common sense, that he is almost 
certain to be requested to remain at his post 
and to continue to represent young King Al- 
fonso in the United States. 

In spite of the stories which are constant- 
ly appearing in the newspapers on both sides 
of the Atlantic concerning an alleged mar- 
riage between Emperor Francis Joseph and 
the popular actress, Katti Schratt, there is 
not a word of truth in the matter. On the 
contrary, whatever friendship there may 
have formerly been between the actress and 
the monarch has been considerably modified 
since the death of the Empress. It is hard- 
ly necessary to point out that if she were 
about to become the morganatic wife of the 


}] Emperor she would not be at the present 


moment playing every night to crowded 
houses in Berlin. 

It is true that she has been at Rome, and 
that she was received by the Pope, but it 
was not for the purpose of asking the Holy 
Father to annul her marriage to Baron Kish, 
by whom she has a grown-up s0n, now serv- 
ing in the army. She was merely received 
by the Pontiff as a member of the suite 
of Empress Elizabeth’s sister, the Countess 
of Trani, with whom she was traveling in 
Italy, and there was no question of any pri- 
‘vate interview. I may add that both Fran- 
cis Joseph and his sister-in-law, the Coun- 
tess Trani, are far too devout Catholics to 
dream of asking the Pope to give his sanction 
to any such arrangement as would enable the 
former to supplant Baron Kish as the hus- 
band of the actress. The Baron, I may 
add, is in the government service, aud is, or 
was until quite recently, Austrian Consul at 
Tunis, 


Katt! Schratt was perfectly honest when 
she declared the other day that the death 
of her kind friend and patron, Empress 
Elizabeth, had been a great loss to her in 
more senses than one. As long as the Em- 
press was there to sanction the actress’ 
purely platonic and perfectly innocent 
friendship for the Emperor no one could say 
anything against it or find fault therewith, 
since the Empress was known to be far too 
high-spirited and deeply religious a woman 
to countenance anything that could be in 
the least degree questionable. But from the 
moment that the Kaiserin disappeared from 
the scene and was no longer there to consti- 
tute a sort of guarantee that there was no 
cause for scandal matters assumed a differ- 
ent aspect. Calumny became rife and the 
Empress’ own daughters, Gisela as well as 
Valerie, were the first to call the attention of 
the actress to the ill-natured gossip that was 
current and which was affecting the good 
name of their father, as well as implying 
a gross disrespect "to the memory of their 
so deeply mourned mother. 

They did this in the friendliest fashion, and 
that there has been no diminution of the 
kindly feeling of the entire imperial family 
to the actress is shown in that, since she left 
Vienna at the suggestion of the Archduchess 
Valerie, Katti Schratt has, as stated above, 
been traveling all through Italy as an hon- 
ored member of the suite of the.murdered 
Empress sister, Countess Trani, and has 
likewise been staying at Munich with the 
Emperor's eldest daughter, Archduchess Gi- 
sela, married to Prince Leopold of Bavaria. 

How thoroughly justified the two Arch- 
duchesses were in urging the actress to put 
a stop to malevolent gossip by absenting her- 
self for a time from Austria is best shown 
by the fact that the New Free Press of 
Vienna, the most dignified and respectable 
of all the great newspapers in the dual em- 
pire, contained the other day an advertise- 
ment in large print running as _ follows:

CHILDREN MAY ATTEND SCHOOL 


Judge Dunne Holds Board Has Right to 
Bar Non-Vaccinated Pupils Only 


in Emergency. 


Judge Dunne decided yesterday that the 
school authorities have no right to exclude 
from the schools children who have not been 
vaccinated unless an emergency which 
makes guarding against smallpox necessary 
is shown to exist. The ruling was made in 
the Tracy mandamus proceedings. Supreme 
Court decisions were quoted by Judge Dunne 
in support of his position. 

he question came before the court on the 
argument of the demurrer of the relators 
to the answer of the school authorities. By 
filing the demurrer the petitioners technically 
admitted the answer of the School board, 
which stated that smallpox is prevalent, to 
be true. The presence of the emergency hav- 
ing thus been technically admitted Ju 
Dunne held that he was bound to overrule 
the demurrer and set the case for hearing on 
the sole question of whether or not smallpox 
is now prevalent to such an extent as to con- 
stitute an emergency and. justify the ex- 
clusion of non-vaccinated children. 

The petition was filed in behalf of the three 
children of Joseph P. Tracy, 2798 Winchester 
avenue, Ravenswood, who were excluded 
from the McPherson School because they had 
not been vaccinated. The case was set for 
hearing on Friday, March 29.

GRAND TRUNK TROUBLE GROWS. 


CORONER HAS A BOILER LAW. 


Provides That Engineers Must Make 
Report Every Ninety Daysor — 

The special committee of the Council to 
draft new regulations for boiler inspection, 
of which committee Alderman Badenoch is 
chairman, began work yesterday and sent 
requests to a number of boilermakers to be 
present at a conference on Saturday. In the 
meanwhile an ordinance for the inspection 
of boilers has been prepared by Coroner 
Traeger, and it will be incorporated in the 
jury report on the Doremus laundry explo- 
sion. The ordinance makes the following 
provisions: 

All engineers in charge of boilers and engines 
must be licensed by a responsible board, after 
examination as to their fitness. 

Each licensed engineer must, every ninety days 
at least, make a report of the condition of thé 
bollers under his charge, this report in writing to 
be made to his employer. 

The employer, or owner of the building in which 
the boilers are operated, must submit this report, 
countersigned, to the board of examining engin- 
eers, or some responsible RAGNETERESS, board, or 
bureau of the city. 

Failure to make these reports, or the making of 
false reports, will be sufficient cause for invali- 
dating the license of the engineer. 

Complaints have been made to the Coroner 
by men in charge of boilers that their plants 
are unsafe. In some cases the location and 
description of the boilers alleged, to be dan- 
gerous have been given. 

Four more suits have been filed by victims 
of the Doremus explosion. Mrs. Anna Koib 
and her two children, Sadie and Hilda, sue 
for injury done to the shoe store at 458% 
West Madison street, adjoining the Doremus 
laundry. Mrs. Kolb seeks $5,000 damages, 
and each of the children asks $10,000 dam- 
ages. Ellen Conway, another victim of the 
explosion, seeks to recover $25,000 damages.

WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill., March 21. 


In view of the announcement that a gigan- 
tic coal trust is to be formed by the Illinois 
coal mine operators, a bill introduced in the 
Senate this morning by Senator Stubblefield 
becomes significant. The bill takes banks 
and coal companies from the list of the 
corporations the capital stock of which is 
not subject to assessment by the Board of 
Equalization. Many years ago the Illinois 
Legislature, in order to stimulate the or- 
ganization of manufacturing companies, 
passed a law exempting the capita! of such 

. corporations from taxation. Printing and 
publishing companies were included in the 
list, and later the same exception was made 
in favor of banks and companies organized 
for stock-breeding purposes. 

Eight years ago, when the coal mining 
business in Illinois was at the ebb tide, and 
the capital stock of mining corporations was 
worth little or nothing, the Legislature was 
induced to include mining corporations in the 
exempted list. Within the last few years 
mining has been a prosperous industry in 
this State, and now the capital stock of min- 
ing companies is worth something. The 
prospect of the formation of a gigantic cor- 
poration to control the coal fields of the 
State will make mining stocks still more 
Valuable, and now the legislators realize 
that considerable revenue will be lost if the 
present law remains in effect. ; 


_ Discuss Territory Disconnection. 


The Senate bill regulating the manner in 
which territory may be disconnected from a 
city was the subject of another lengthy 
discussion in the House. Representative 
Scrogin of McLean secured the adoption of 
a@n amendment designed to prevent railroads 
from disconnecting their rights of way from 
cities in order to escape municipal taxes. 
He also had the bill amended so that in cases 
fwhere property-owners petition for the dis- 
connection of land and said property-owners 
fwere not among those who petitioned forthe 
organization of the town, then the discon- 
- pection shall be authorized by the municipa! 

authorities. Efforts were made to kill the 
bill by motions to strike out the enacting 
clause, but they were defeated and the bill 
went to third reading. ’ 


Advance Library Site Bill. 

Representative Gray’s bill to authorize 
cities to purchase library sites was called 
up by the author, who explained that it was 
wanted by the people of Decatur, where it 
is proposed to take advantage of one of An- 
grew Carnegie’s offers. Representative Pur- 
dunn opposed the advancement of the bill, 
declaring that the cities of the State were 
becoming wantonly extravagant on the sub- 
ject of libraries because of Carnegie’s offers. 
Representative Allen supported the bill and

ROW OVER THE PRIMARY BILL. 


Wisconsin -Governor and Secretary of 
State Clash on Proposed Elec- 
tion Measure. 


Madison, Wis., March 21.—[Special.]—The 
primary election bill was reported back to- 
day by Mr. Barlow, who replied to the 
charges that he had been holding the bill 
back against the House rules. The bill was 
made the special order for tomorrow. 

The feeling over the primary bill has be- 
come most pronounced, and a coolness has 
arisen between the Governor and the Sec- 
retary of State’s office, owing to some of the 
members of the Secretary’s force taking a 
hand against the bill after an agreement 
had been reached between Governor La Fol- 
lette and Secretary Froehlich that the Sec- 
retary’s force was to be neutral.

MINNESOTA BARS THE CIGARET. 


House Agrees to Senate Bill by a Vote of 
72 to 30—Anti-Trust Laws | 
Passed. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 21.—By a vote of 
72 to 30 the House this afternoon passed the 
Senate bill prohibiting the manufacture, 
sale, or giving away of cigarets. 

The State Senate today passed two anti- 
trust bills. One is a general and sweeping 
measure introduced by Senator Daly, allow- 
ing district courts to restrain combinations 
from doing business, and that any one in- 
jured in his business by their operation 
may recover three-fold damages by action 
at law. It applies to all associations and 
combinations, with a special exception of 
labor.organizations. The other is by Senator 
J. D. Jones, and extends the provisions of 
the existing anti-trust laws to all corpora- 
tions formed prior to its enactment.

FEW NEW FACTS DEVELOP

WILL RESUME WORK TODAY. 


Springfield, Ill., March 21.—[ Special. ]—Evi- 
dence was taken today on the mandamus 
proceeding brought by the Teachers’ fed- 
eration of Chicago against the State Board 
of Equalization to compel the board to tax 
the large corporations of Chicago upon their. 
franchises. Miss Goggin declares the testi- 
mony proved the correctness of the sched- 
ules drawn up by the Teachers’ federation, 
and presented by it to the State Board of 
Equalization as a basis upon wnich to tax 
the corporations complained of. This sched- 
ule is included in the peition for mandamus. 
The testimony developed only one materia) 
change in the figures contained in the sched- 
ule. This change occurs on the schedyled 
bonds of the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany. The schedule lists $6,750,000 worth of 
outstanding bonds on April 1, 1900. Accord- 
ing to the evidence the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company had no bonds outstanding at 
that time, however. The issue was made a 
few days after April 1. 


Teachers Claim Several Points. 

The teachers claim a still greater point 
was scored when the testimony of the wit- 
nesses sustained the contention of the Teach- 
ers’ federation that the constituent com- 
panies of the Union Traction company and 
the Consolidated Traction company retain 
their corporate rights and franchises, these 
being only leased or rented to the corpora- 
tions that are operating under their fran- 
ch 


Questions Nearly All Alike. 

I. T. Greenacre, counsel for the petitioners, 
conducted the examination of the witnesses, 
and all were asked practically the same 
questions concerning the amount of capital 
stock authorized, the number of shares into 
which such capital stock is divided, the 
amount of capital stock paid up, the market 
or actual values of the shares, and the 
amount of bonds outstanding on April 1, 1900. 

A number of the witnesses examined are 
connected with more than one company, 
but answered Mr. Greenacre’s questions con- 
cerning the different companies to the best of 
their knowledge. At one time the point was 
raised that the witness on the stand, while 
representing three companies, had been 
subpoenzd only as the representative of one 
of them, and therefore was not compelled to 
give testimony concerning the other two. 
The court held that the witness must answer 
the questions concerning all the companies 
so far as he had any knowledge. 


Witnesses for Petitioners. 

Among the witnesses examined today for 
the petitioners were: Martin B. Orde, Sec- 
retary of the Union Traction company; 
Charles F. Marlowe, Secretary-Treasurer cf 
the Consolidated Traction company; L. A. 
Wiley, Secretary of the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company; and Miss Goggin, the 
representative of the Teachers’ federation. 

According to the testimony of Mr. Orde, 
the Union Traction company paid a 5 per 
cent dividend annually on its preferred stock 
of $12,000,000, and that it also guaranteed 
dividends as rentals on the capita! stock of 
its constituent companies as follows: North 
Chicago City railway, 30 per cent per an- 
num; Chicago West Division railway, 35 per 
cent per annum; West Chicago Street rail- 
way, 6 per cent per annum; North Chicago 
Street railroad company, 12 per cent per 
annum, 

Mr. Marlowe’s memory was not as good 
as Mr. Orde’s and he frequently was unable 
to remember things Mr. Greenacre desired 
to be brought out. 

Abner C. Harding was placed upon the 
stand by the petitioners as a bond expert. 
It was endeavored to prove by him the 
value of the stock and bonds of the different 


companies on April 1, 1900. Much of his 


testimony wes based upon quotations from 
a Chicago financial paper. A motion by Mr. 
Miller that all of Mr. Harding’s testimony 
be stricken out as incompetent was over- 
ruled by the court. After each witness con- 
cluded his testimony Mr. Miller, counsel for 
the respondents, renewed his motion that 
all evidence relating to capital stock, amount 
of bonds, dividends paid, and any statements 
made as to his judgment on the values of 
stocks and bonds be stricken from the record 
as incompetent, and each time the court 
overruled the motion. 


Gas Books Not Available. 

L. A. Wiley, secretary of the Gaslight and 
Coke company, testified that he knew nothing 
whatever of the value of the stock of the 
company. According to his evidence the 
books of transfer are kept in the New York 
offices, where they were moved in 1897, al- 
though the company is organized under the 
laws of Illinois. 

Mr. Wiley and G. D. Hamilton, President 
of the Chicago City railway company, were 
released from the contempt proceedings upon 
the payment of the costs.. 

Other witnesses who gave routine informa- 
tion as to the companies they represent were: 
Arthur D. Wheeler, attorney for the Chicago 
Telephone company; Fred E. Smith, auditor 
of the Union Traction company; O. S. Gal- 
ther, secretary of the South Chicago City 
railway company; and W. D. Beale, attor- 
ney for the Chicago Edison company. 

Tomorrow W. H. Eubanks, chief clerk in 
the State Auditor’s office and secretary of 
the Board of Equalization, is to be called 
to testify. Miss Haley will probably be 
placed upon the stand by the petitioners, and 
it is likely that several of the day’s wit- 
nesses will be recalled. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT MEN MEET. 


Los Angeles Growers and Shippers Ap- 
peal to Railroads for Relief and 
Faster Service. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 21.—[{Special.]— 
In order to consider the situation in orange 
shipping, consigning, and selling Eastern 
markets the citrus fruit growers of southern 
California, numbering 200, met today in the 
Chamber of Commerce. While the growers 
admitted that the Eastern markets are de- 
moralized and that the railroads have not 
promptly furnished cars when demanded, it 
also developed that carloads of fruit are 
dumped into the market, and that the unbusi- 
nesslike systems shippers employ help cause 
this condition. 

The resolutions declare the railroads have 
increased their passenger traffic by offering 
special. inducements in the shape of low 
rates and have taken engines from the 
freight service to meet the increased de- 
mand.

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WOMAN STAYS THE KNIFE 


PREVENTS STABBING AT UNIVER- 
SITY SETTLEMENT. 


Nels Anderson About to Sink the Blade 
Into His Wife During a Scene at the 
Northwestern House When Mrs. 
Edna Sheldrake Interferes—MamEs- 
capes—His Spouse, with Four Chil- 
dren, Cared For by Police—Causes 
Leading Up te the Affair. 


With an upraised knife, Nels Anderson 
rushed upon his wife while in the reception- 
room of the Northwestern University Settle- 
ment yesterday afternoon and was just about 
to strike her when Mrs. Edna Sheldrake, 
who lives at the settlement, caught his arm 
and staid the blow. The woman escaped, 
screaming, through the house, while her hus- 
band and Mrs. Sheldrake struggled for pos- 
session of the weapon. Failing in his at- 
tempt to reach his wife, whom he had vowed 
to kill, Anderson dropped the knife as Mrs. 
Sheldrake fell almost fainting to the floor. 
In the ‘confusion he escaped and has not 
been arrested. Mrs. Anderson was taken to 
the West Chicago Avenue Police Station, 
where she told her story, and spent the night 
with four small children. A charge of disor- 
derly conduct was entered against her. 

The story of the Andersons ig one that is 
well known. to the workers in the social set- 
tlement. They have lived in four small rooms 
at 427 West Chicago avenue. The two eldér 
children are inmates of the John Worthy 
School. After a family war on last Tues- 
day, Mrs. Anderson appealed to the settle- 
ment officials for aid. On Wednesday the 
four younger children were taken by Mrs. 
Sheldrake to a kindergarten school. Dur- 
ing the afternoon Mrs. Anderson called for 
her baby, saying that she was going home 
and would care for it until the following 
morning. 

Finds His Wife Gone. 

When Anderson returned from his day’s 
work he found his home cold and dark. He 
stumbled into the house and found all the 
furniture gone. In a corner the three chil- 
dren, who had come from'‘school, had fallen 
to sleep. They began to cry when their 
father aroused them. | 

‘‘ Where is your mother?” he shouted. 
** Where are all our things?” 

The children could not tell him. 

From neighbors Anderson learned that a 
wagon had taken everything away during 
the afternoon and that Mrs. Anderson had 
also gone, taking with her the baby. He 
gathered the three children and hurried off 
to the settlement and Mrs. Sheldrake. Then 
he Jeft, declaring that he would kill his wife. . 

Yesterday, shortly after noon, Mrs. Shel- 
drake, who is a probation officer in Judge 
Tuthill’s court, was told that a woman 
wanted to see her down-stairs at the set- 
tlement. She hurried to the reception parlor : 
below just ada man was admitted. 

Mrs. Sheldrake was almost prostrated last 
night because of her part in the affair.’ She 
lay on a couch while she told of her part 
in the struggle. 

Albert Ackerman Shoots His Wife. 

Albert Ackerman, a switchman, shot and 
dangerously wounded his wife, Ethel, at 
2 o’clock yesterday morning in a rooming- 
house, 1841 Wabash avenue. After being 
nursed several hours by Mrs. Marguerite La 
Monte, Mrs. Ackerman was sent to St. Luke's 
Hospital, where her condition is reported to 
be serious. Ackerman delivered the revolver 
to Mrs. La Monte and then gave himself up 
to the police, whom he told his wife had 
been shot accidentally while they were scuf- 
fling for a revolver. 

Ackerman and his wife had been separated 
several months. she living at 1722 Wabash 
avenue. They went to the theater together 
on Wednesday night and afterwards visited 
Mrs. La Monte’s place. A quarrel over their 
separation ensued, and when Mrs. La Monte 
entered the room, after hearing a pistol 
shot, she found Mrs. Ackerman lying on the 
bed with two wounds in her left breast. 


BRYAN SCORES CLEVELAND 
FOR ASSUMING TO DICTATE. 


Editor of the Commoner Replies to Ex- 
President’s Utterances and Offers Re- 
ward for Definition of Phrase. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 21.—[Special.]—In to- 
morrow’s issue of the Commoner will ap- 
pear an article by W. J. Bryan in which he 
replies to Grover Cleveland’s letter to the 
Crescent Democratic club of Baltimore, in 
which he takes the ex-President to task for 
assuming to dictate to the Democratic party 
and offers him a reward for a definition of 
the expression “‘ Return to Democratic prin- 
ciples.’’ Th® article tn part says: 

* He (Mr, Cleveland) knew that a Repub- 
lican victory meant an indorsement of an 
imperial policy, with its wars of conquest; he 
knew that it meant trust domination and 
the reign of monopoly. As soon as the elec- 
tion was over he came forth from his seclu- 
sion and made the air vocal with his sug- 
gestions. 

‘“‘ Assuming to be tnspired by a purer De- 
mocracy and boasting of a superior virtue, 
he began to offer unsolicited advice to the 
party to which he once belonged. To deser- 
tion of the party organization and betrayal 
of the principles of the party he adds osten- 
tatious pretense of interest in the plain peo- 
ple, while he conceals his ideas in ponderous 
and platitudinous phrases. If he will clearly 
and candidly define the Democratic prin- 
ciples about which he is so prone to talk 
the people can decide for themselves whether 
he is the same Mr. Cleveland who turned 
the Treasury over to a foreign financial syn- 
dicate and intrusted J. Pierpont Morgan 
with the combination of the government 
vaults, and then supported the Republican 
ticket because his administration was not 
indorsed; the same Mr. Cleveland who de- 
nounced trusts in his messages, but failed 
to enforce the law against them; the same 
Mr. Cleveland who condemned imperialism 
and then gave passive support to an im- 
perialistic President; or whether he has re- 
pented of his folly and is ready to accept 
the Democratic creed.”’

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PLANS FOR SOUTH PARKS. 


BOARD TO SPEND $500,000 ON 
AMUSEMENT RESORTS. 


Commissioners Will Devote $300,000 
of Proposed Half Millien Dollar 
Bend Issue te Beautifying Favorite 
South Side Park—Remaining $200,- 
000 Will Be Divided Between Two 
OtHers and Garfield and Western 
Avenue Boulevards. 


Plans for the expenditure of $500,000 to 
complete improvements in Jackson Park 
and the erection of buildings and laying out 
the grounds of the new Brighton and Gage 
Parks practically wefe decided upon at the 
meeting yesterday afternoon of the South 
Park Commissioners. The money for these 
improvements is expected to be raised by 
issuing 500 bonds, in denominations of $1,000, 
bearing 4 per cent interest and extending 
over a period of twenty years. By a special 
provision twenty-five bonds, amounting to 
$25,000, will be subject to redemption an- 
nually by allotment, and the principal will 
be reduced gradually. A resolution supple- 
mentary to the recent act of the Legislature 
granting the authority to issue the bonds 
was passed by the Park board, and the voters 
in the district bounded by Hyde Park, South 
Chicago, and the Town of Lake will decide 
at the municipal election on April 2 whether 
the bonds shall be issued. 

“The voting of the authority to issue these 
bonds,” said President Joseph Donnersberg- 
er of the South Park board, “‘ means a great 
deal to the people living in the district as 
well as the entire city. Should this money 
be made available it will allow the complet- 
ing of the extensive plan of improvements 
originally decided upon for Jackson Park. 
These include the building of a yacht harbor, 
the laying out of recreation grounds, and ad- 
ditional lawns, completing miles of walks. 
surface roads and drives, the setting out of 
plants and trees, and otherwise beautifying 
the park. The estimated cost of complet- 
ing all improvements is about $300,000. 

“The most important improvements, how- 
ever, and those benefiting many thousands 
of people are the plans for the new Brighton 
Park of thirty-eight acres, which was re- 
cently purchased from the Wentworth estate 
for $85,000. This park extends from Thirty- 
seventh to Thirty-ninth streets and from 
Western avenue to Leavitt street. The 
engineer’s plans call for an expenditure of 
$50,000 for the grounds, planting trees and 
shrubbery, and the laying out of walks and 
drives. An additional $50,000 has been fig- 
ured as the cost of a double gymnasium for 
boys and girls, park buildings, artificial lake 
and swimming pool. As it takes quite a while 
for trees and plants to grow we have or- 
dered them. 

‘We are also expecting to complete Gage 
Park of twenty acres, situated between Fifty- 
fourth and Fifty-fifth streets and Oakley 
and Artesian avenues. Western avenue 
passes through the center of the park. The 
residents of the district are most anxious for 
the improvement. The cost will be about 
$50,000, and in addition to the laying out of 
the grounds, drives, and walks, there are to 
be flower gardens, a tennis court, a small 
gymnasium, and a swimming pool for chil- 
dren. 

‘“‘The remaining $50,000 of the bond issue, 
if favorably voted on, will be used in im- 
proving Garfield and Western avenue boule-
